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FATAL RESULT.

Mike Coffey Dies of the Wounds Re- 
ceived atthe Hands of Two 
Policemen.

An Investigation of the Case to be 
Made by the Coroner. 


At 7:45 e’clock this morning Michael Coffey, 
who was shot on the night of March 19in a’ 
Poplar street dive by Officers Burke and Henley, 
died at the City Hospital of the wounds he re 
ceived. Yesterday Con Foley, his companion, 
had an examinationin the Court of Criminal 


Correctionon a charge of assault to kill, and * 


was held over in the sum of $800 to answer 
to that charge in the Criminal 
Court. The affray which has resulted fatally 
occurred about twenty minutes to 12 0’clock 
onthe night of the 19th inst. The police had 
been notified of several robberies in which 
they thought they recognized Coffey’s work. 


An order was accordingly issued 
for his arrest. Officers Henley and Burke were 
out on special district duty and received or- 
ders to arrest the man if they found him. 
They were walking down Poplar 
street, near Main, when they saw Con. Foley 
enter a saloon, No.115. They followed and 
there found Coffey. Withoutsaying anything 
the officers approached Coffey, who hurriedly 
looked at their faces which were half 
hidden under their hats. As os as he re- 
cognized them, the officers say, he drew his re- 
volver and beld it at his side. Before he could 
use itthe officers had their’s out and seized 
Coffey.The prisoner struggled violentlyand the 
great danger was that he might release 
his hand in which he held the revolver. The 
officers and their prisoners fought about the 
room. Coffey called to Con. Foley, ‘‘Pull your 
gun and shootthem.’’ Foley levelled his re- 
volver and pulled the _ trigger, but 
the cartridge did not explode. He jumped 
into the doorway and as he retreated he fired 
two shots. When Henley and Burke and Cof- 


fey fell against the stove and upsetit, Coffey 
freed himself, and the officers taking 
aim fired. Burke fired three shots. 
One of the bullets entered the 


breast about two inches below the throat. An- 
other entered the right side ana another the 
left shoulder. He was taken to the City Hospi 


tal when inflammation, which could 
not be ehecked, set in. He 
was sustained on morphine for 


several days and lived so longthat the physi- 
cians would not undertake to pronounce de 
cidedly in his case. * Death resulted from peri- 
tonitis, which was exceedingly painful. hese 
facts given above concerning the fight arein 
substance the officers’ statements. In cell 
No. 7¥in the jail,Con. Foley, Coffey’s coMpan- 
ion, wasfound. He was very willing to make 
a statement of the case. ‘‘luma working man 
and never have been in the Penitentiary, as 
they say. arrived in the 
city a few days before the 19th 
and was drinking,and was onthe ‘‘turf.’’ I met 
Coffey, who was going my way. We went down 
Poplar street, and when we wereinthe saloon 
at No. 115 Poplar, Burke and Henley came in. 
They had their revolversin their hands, and 
went right to Coffey without saying a word. 
He didn’t say a word, only asked what they 
wanted himfor. They said, ‘Come on; we'll 
fix you!’ They began to struggle, and then 
overturned the stove. There was a ket- 
tle of water on the stove, and this was 
upset, and of course made alot ot steam. In 
this smoke they commenced banging away 
and Coffey was shot. Ididnot fire a shot 
und the pistol they found did not belong to me 
atall. An inquest will be held to-morrow.

A-n Entarnricine Sfit-— — 

Few of our citizens not wramowith the 
milling business are’ aware of the; mnprove- 
ments in milling machinery, and the methods 
of reducing wheat to flour made inthe past 
1ew years.

He selected the ‘‘Jonathan Mills System,’’ 
which, after careful investigation, he was 
convinced was superior to the ‘*Roller 
System’’ for work on winter wheat. <A 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter who yesterday visited 
the mill found the work nearly completed, as 
also the finest and most complete mill he had 


ever seen. A new six-story brick building, 42 
feet by 74, anda new three-story building, 
42 feet by 125, have been added to the 
structure, these additions £iving the largest 
storage capacity for whéat,fiour and feed y 
millinthe city. Theentire building covers a 
piece of ground 140 feet by 125 feet.The capaci- 
ty of the mill has been increased from 400 to 1,000 
barrels daily.

Mr. k.recently pur- 
chased the President Mills at Bethalto, Iils., 
the capacity of which has been increased by 
him to 550 barrels =< Thus his daily turn 
out at both mills will be over 1,500 barrels, 
making his one of the lurgest milling firmsin 
the West. As Mr. Kauffman has already se- 
cured alarge forei trade, he expects fully 
one-half of bis product to go abroad. This 
roung gentleman has been most favorably 
Leown among St. Louis business nen for many 
years. As he is progressive, energetic and en- 
terprising, his latest move has been greeted 
with the ae wishes for his success.

SPEECH-MAKING.

The Men in Congress Who Do the Talk- 
ng. 
Washington Letter to Philadelphia Record. 

There are few really good talkers in Con- 
gress—that is, men who are distinguished for 
their orator and rhetoric. Senator Conkling 
heads the list of the best. Conkling’sspeech- 
esnever need revision. Senator Edmunds 
makes his speeches and then is done with 
them. Heis so careful of what he says and 
does that he can never be picked up on an ut- 
terance. The brilliant Matt Carpenter was 
always in a peck of trouble when he made a 
speech. Carpenter vas averse to study, and 


relied upon his memory, which grew to be } 


faulty. He always revised his speeches, tore 
them to pieces and rebuilt, interlined, crossed 
out, and made a frightful-looking proof sheet. 
Then he always insisted upon getting the 
messenger from the printing office **full”’ 
when the latter was sent for his copy. Car- 
enter always demoralized the Congressional 
Sacend office upon a night when he would 
make a great effort in the Senate. Judge 
Thurmun’s speeches never needed revision, 
except to see if the quoted authorities 
were correct. Senator Bayard is one of the 
most pleasing speakers on the Democratic 
side, and he generally glances over the proofs 
to see that no mistakes creepin. Gen. burn- 
side repeats himselfin about every ten sen- 
tences, and is apt to become nervous. Ben. 
Hill fires away in a sledge-hammer style of 
oratory, and,no matter how trivial the matter 
may be, will work himself up to a fever heat 
and expend as much earnestness as if great 
things were to be accomplished. Morgan, of 
. Alabama, is another Democratic orator pos- 
sessing the distinctive peculiarities of the 
talkers of the South. A gallery lounger can 
tellin a second from what section of the 
country aspeaker comes. The peculiarities 
of dialect are marked in the representative 
men the same as inthe lower classes of society 
in their vicinity. Over in the house “‘Sunset’’ 
Cox causes trouble to the printers. He always 
prepares his speeches, and revises them. He 
writes on all sorts of paper. One page may 
be yellow, another white, a_ third 
a leaf from a_ book. Then his 
handwriting is not letter press; so 
Cox is dreaded. Randall. revises every 
speech he makes. Gen. Harry White hada 
habit of sending for books during debates 
until his desk was littered, and he could 
scarcely be seen. By thetime he found the 
authority desired debate would be exhausted, 
and he would produce a scare, nothing more. 
This was an old trick of White’s. The most 
remarkable instance of the effect of talking is 
that which Mr. Blount’s voice has upon a 
journalist who is well-lmown here. Blount 
has the pure,unadulterated Southern accent, 
an is-inclined to be harsh, without meaning 
it. A few years ago a young man, who was 
a student at the Annapolis Academy,was de- 
fected in a hazing scrape. The matter came 
before Congress, and Mr. Blount made a vio- 
lent speech {against the naval cadets. One 
of the young men occupied a 
seat in the gallery, and the effect of Blount’s 
speech, coupled with the thought of being 
dismissed from the academy, was such that 
he became violently ill and had to be carried 
from the capitol. Later onin his career he 
branched out as a journalist, and was assign- 
ed to dutyin the house gallery. Blount 
arose to speak, and the recoilections of past 
events came sovividly tothe young man’s 
mind that beagain becameill. He triedin 
vain, day afterday,to conquer the feeling, 
but it was foundto be impossible. Every 
time Blount spoke he became sick. At last 
he was compelled to relinquish his position 
onthis account. Even to this day that gen- 
tleman never appears in the house gallery for

The Pay of Bookkeepers. 
From a New York Letter. 

In this city, where business is widely ex- 
tended, a bookkeeper who has his employer’s 
confidence can keep the latter continually 
blinded in points of great importance. The 
merchant willinquire, “‘How much money 
have w@in the bank, Mr. Brown?” and Mr. 
Brown Will reply generally in a correct man- 
ner; buthe may, by ingeniously altering fig- 

‘ures, make upa defusive show. It is said 
that-““figures will not lie.’”” Naturally speak- 
ing they will not, but in the hands of a skillful 
accountant they may be made to dosoin a 
very surprising manner, The bookkeeper 
McGutchen, of the Ocean Bank, succeeded in 
robbing that institution of $66,000 before de- 
tection, While the bookkeeper Leverich, of 
the City Bank,obtainea $400,000 of that insti- 
tution. This, however, was an unusual haul, 
and will not soon ~be _— equaled, 
but it shows what can be done. 

This is always smallin proportion to the 
work required. If lack of pay could be urged 
in extenuation, the bookkeeper would have a 

owerful plea. They are not and never will 
ye paid more than enough to eke out a hard 
living. Some who have an unusually labori- 
ous and responsible position may get what is 
called a high salary—say $2,000; but such in- 
stances are very rare, and you can hire ex- 

ert hands at $1,500. The hardest-worked 

ookkeeper I ever knew got only $2,000, and 
his labors neariy occasioned blindness. He 
had a very extensive set of books, and his 
neat hand and immense columns of figures 
were matters of admiration, but it was killing 
work. In large houses the bookkeeper is Oc- 
cupied chiefly with the ledger, and has enough 
todo to attend to ‘‘posting accounts” and 
keeping the books balanced. He will have 
his monthly balance shect, commonly called a 
‘ttrial balance,” ready by the first of the 
month, and the accurate balance between the 
debit and credit side will prove that theledger 
has been keptcorrectly. If anerror, even of 
only a dime should appear, it must be discoy- 
ered at however great a cost of time and 
study, and I have known a bookkeeper to 
spend three days looking up just such an 
item. Hence the work requires great care 
and an habitual exactness in figures, 


The Paris Sewers. 
From the Revue des Deux Mondes. 

The sewets of Paris discharge 262,646 cubic 
metres of liquid matter every twenty-four 
hours. It is estimated that the quantity dis- 
charged will be increased before many vears 
to 30U,000 cubic metres daily. Each cubic 
metre of liquid contains two and a half kilo- 
srammes of solid matter, of which one kilo- 
vrammme and a half is merely in suspension. 
This stuff, flowing into the Seine, chasse an ac- 
cumulation of 116,000 cubic metres of mud in 
wyear atthe mouths of the conduits, and 
mukes necessary for its removal an annual 
expenditure of nearly 200,000 frances. Even 
this sun is not adequate for the purpose. 
Far from securing the removal of the obstruc- 
tion, it is not even sufficient to prevent a con- 
tinued accumulation, and the muddy deposits 
are constantly extending farther down the 


river and at the same time becoming thicker.

Sincé 1875 they have vecome a yard thick, aud 
ocetipy nearly 4 quarter of the of the riv- 
er from Asnieres to beyond Chatou. The 
Seine bas, moreover, been made foul, and its 
waters have become unfit for domestic use, 
poisonous to fishes, and a source of fetid 
emanations. 

The authorities of Paris have been for 
many years considering measures to remove 
these sources of impurity from the river. As 
they are rich in fertilizing matters the 
thought was suggested that they might be 
turned to good account for purposes of agri- 
culture. It was, therefore, resolved to apply 
them to works of irrigation in the peninsula 
of Gennevilliers, where, passing through the 
thin soil of red earth underlaid with gravel, 
they might leave their rich manures on the 
arid ney and be returned to the Seine puri- 
fied. Five hectares (twelve and a half acres) 
ofland were chosen to be irrigated by the 
sewer-water, which was conducted in trench- 
es around garden-beds. These lands in re- 
turn produzed abundant crops of the coarser 
vegetables: Three years afterward, in 1869, 
independent gardeners began to take in the 
sewer-water,and the demand for it increased, 
so that in 1876, 115 hectares were irrigated, 
and in 1880 more than 300 bectares. 


TIPPLING CLERGY. 


A Reform Temperance Movement in the 
Episcopal Church. 
New York Correspondence of Troy Times. 


The Episcopal Church has begun an impor- 
tant reform movement, the intention being to 
make the church a temverance society. This 
indicates an iacreasing consciousness that 
something must be done to abate the ravages 
of drunkenness. Total abstinence is not, how- 
ever, required by the projectors of this effort, 
except in special instances, though it is gen- 
erally recommended. Only those who are in- 
timate with our first families can form an 
idea of the waste of life and property occa- 
sioned by intemperance. Families reared in 
opulence are rapidly going to beggary. Young 
men of fine education and admirable talents 
are picked up drunk in the streets; whole 
circles of social rank are on the verge of ruin, 
and hence it is time Christianity awoke to ac- 
tion. I am very glad to mention such a 
movement, for though it is crude andim- 
perfect inits detail, it indicates a recognition 
of{duty. 

One reason for this effort is found in the 
temptation which besets the ¢lerical profes- 
sion. While lawyers, pbysicians, merchants 
and brokers drink constantly, it is not sur- 
prising that the habit should occasionally 
reach thepulpit. The most destructive ef- 
fects of intemperance are found among Wall 
street brokers, whose excitement requires 
constant stimulus. Lawyers drink in order 
to be well-nerved for important cases, and 
inasmuch as all classes have their excuses the 
clergy may also offer aplea. One of the prin- 
cipal reasons why our clergy occasionally fall 
under this temptation is because they suffer 
from severe and exhaustive reaciion of the 
nervous system. Any man who writes an 
elaborate sermon and delivers it witha pow- 
erful flow of nervous energy will feel the ef- 
fect. His system will need restoration, and 
if he does not find it in bathing and 
out-doorexercise, he- will be tempted to try 
stimulants. Hence preachers when feeling 
*““Mondavish” arein danger of resorting to 
strong drink. .This danger they share with 


| all public speakers, some of whom are driven 


by severe over-exertion to the same ruinous 
habit. I wellremember the advice given by 
an oldand experienced clergyman to a young 
member ofthe profession who asked what 
was the best way to recover from pulpit ex- 
haustion. ‘**Do anything,’’ was the reply, 
that seems to assist nature, but I pray you 
don’t drink.’’?’ The young man was surprised 
at the emphasis laid on this last injunction, 
but he afterward learned that it was as nec- 
essary tothe ministry asto any other profes- 
sion.

PISA AND ITS TOWER. 
— . 
A Town Which Once Rivaled Genoa 
nd Florence. 
Letter in Brooklyn Eagle. 


Pisa is a very pretty city, located on the 
river Arno, the same stream which runs 
through Florence. Yearsago Pisa was one 
of the greatest seaport towns on the Mediter- 
ranean, arival of Genoa and Venice, with 
which cities it waged frequent wars. It also 
took a prominent part in the wars against the 
Infidels, fighting many successful battles 
against the Saracens. Later on there existed 
a great rivalry between the Pisans and the 
Florentine, the history of the city at this 
time being one of continual fights against the 
Florentines, to whom it finally became and 
remained subject. Formerly the sea washed 
the walls of the town. Gradually, during the 

ast years, the sea has been slowly recedin 

rom the city, leaving behind it banks of san 
and earth, until now itis six miies fromthe 
water to the town, and from a 
flourishing <r city, doing  busi- 
ness over 4a of the Mediterranean. 
with a naval fleet which, for along time, was 
the terror of hostile countries, Pisa has de- 
generated into what might be almost called 
an inland town, with no business to speak of. 
So that to-day it presents to the eye a picture 
of a quaint, sleepy old place,entirely wrapped 
up in itself, the inhabitants going their usual 
round day after day, neither knowing nor car- 
ing for the world outside. The Arno here is 
much prettier than at Florence, and is a large 
stream, more entitled to the name ofa river. 
On each bank isa large, fine quay, which ex- 
tendsto the limits ofthe town. Hereisa 
fine, broad walk on which the people are ac- 
customed to promenade. Itis very pleasant 
to walk along here in the evening and 
watch the _§ setting sun, with its 
many dolored lights reflected inthe river at 
vour side. The quaint houses, with their odd 
gabled roofs covered with red tiles, and their 
tall chimneys, posses a new charm when 
touched by the glowing colors, andthe sur- 
rounding mounjains are more beautiful than 
ever with their summits tipped with the gol- 
den hues. Gradually the scene changes, 
fainter and fainter become the outlines, until 
the last ray of departing sunlight disappears, 
and darkness hides things from your view. 
Now comes the lamplighter, and, as if by 
magic, down the river on both sides appear a 
row of stars, growing dimmer as the distance 
increases. Then the native enveiopes him- 
selfin his cloak and disappears, looking like 
somé ghost of Hamlet, only tofreappear again 
at some cafe in an altogether different char- 
acter. 

The great sights to see in Pisa are the four 
which I have mentioned. They are grouned 
together in the extreme northern end of the 
city in a bunch and within a stone’s throw of 
earch other. Ofthem allthe most noted is 
the leaning tower, You have heard of it, if 
you haven’t had the pleasure of sceing it, 
and raay think of it as one of the ‘‘Seven 
Wonders”’—an unexplainable one. Itisa 
very curious structure, overhanging thirteen 
feet from the perpendicular. Standing on 
the unsafe side, should there be a possibility 
of its coming over, and Jooking up atthe top 
the effect is startling beyond antieipation. 
You certainly think forthe instant that it is 
going to fall over on you, even after standing 
all these years. The idea of the instant is -to 
get out of the way, but reason says: ‘‘Pooh! 
what a foo] [I was to let my heart come up in 
my throat thatway.”’ And you stand and 
look longer and more minutely now that mas- 
ter reason has satisfied you that what you 
first thought is not like to come to pass. 

It doesn’t fall over though you momen- 
tarily think it will. For the last five or six 
centuries (I believe the tower was com- 
menced in 1174 and finished in 1350) it has 
been standing that way, er people by 
its crookedness. Therains and the winds 
and the lightnings have descended during 
this time and yet the tower stands, with ma- 
somry as solid as the day it was cemented to- 

ether. And it is likely to stand as a curiosity 

or tourists to look at and wonder over for 
years to come, I mounted to the top by 
what seemed an endless stairway, tempted by 
the day, which was as fine and clear as any 
which Colorado or other countries noted for 
their fine atmosheres could boast of. The 
stairs are spiral. While ascending on one side 
you feel as if you were climbing almost per- 

endicularly, while on the other half, the 

irection ®@ which the tower leans, you feel as 
if you were going down. Itis avery peculiar 
sensation. Looking from thetop over the 
unsafe side (as I call it), it 


is impossible not to feel as if you 
were going to fall vveor. vou 10a0ce0en for the 


moment does not allay the feeling which 
seems to say, *‘Hold on, or you are lost.” 
The tower is a curiosity well worth seeing. 
The popular belief (which I think very likely 
correct) is that the foundations sunk on one 
side when the tower was alittle more than 
half completed. To remedy the evil of its 
falling over, the last two stories were built 
pe endicularly, giving a funny effect to the 

uilding, which now looks as if it was trying 
to brace itself Bp see resume its position as 
an upright member of the family of towers. 
It little knows haw much more interest its 
crookeginess inspires. Were it standing 
straight it would be only an ordinary cam- 
panile, like hundreds of others, and perhaps 
not so pretty. Soitisinlife. There are 
hundreds of men who are like the ordinary 
towers one sees every day and thinks noth- 
ingof. Butthere are few men one would 
travel far to see, and whom one would look 
at with curiosity as something different from 
the ordinary run of men. 7 


An Infallible Receipe. 
From the London Telegraph. 


That portion of civilized mankind which, 
being pecuniarily at its ease, may reasonablv 
aspire to have its meals intelligently dressed, 
owes a deep debt of gratitude to the eminent 
Parisian physiologist, Dr. Delaunay, who has 
recently revealed toit a method of testing the 
culinary capacities of cundidates for the im- 

ortant office of family cook.’’ He does not 

1esitate to avow that,in his opinion, his re- 

cipe forthe choice of such a nyinistrant ‘is an. 
infallible one. Itas follows:~ When a self- 
styled cook presents herself with an offer of 
her services, do not trouble her with tech- 
nical interrogations touching sauces, entrees, 
and releves. She may have **crammed’? these 
subjects in such sort astoteem with satis- 
factory answers to all queries, and vet be an 
execrable cook. But elye her aplate anda 
napkin, and ask her to wipe the former with 
the latter. If, in performing this 
simple function, she cause the 
napkin torevolve from left to right, she is 
assuredly an accomplished culinary artist; 1f 
from right to left, there can be no doubt of 
her gross ignorance and utter incompetency. 
It is but fair to De. Delaunay to state that the 
application of this test to cooks is only one 
illustration of a theory set forth by him, and 
based upon the fdllowing curious assump- 
tions: All persons given todescribing curves 
from right to left are intellectually inferior to 
those who observe the contrary practice. This 
being so, itis obvious that the culinary can- 
didate whose lack of brain-culture prompts 
her to wipe a plate by a series of movements 
in which the **barbaric curve’’ is repeatedly 
described, cannot possibly be endowed with 
mental capacity of a calibre enabling her to 
broil a chop; while the cook whose rotary ac- 
tion with duster and dish exhibits the ‘“‘civil- 
ized curve” may be confidently counted upon 
for the possession of intellectual power capa- 
ble of grappling triumphantly with even the 
most complicated and recondite problems 
known to the kitchen. 


Will the Electric Light Tan ? 
From the New York World. 

There being such a diversity of opinion on 
this important subject among those directly 
interested, some expert testimony was 
sought. r. George M. Beard said: “J 
studied the electric light with Mr. Edison for 
a long time, but I confess this is a problem 
that never had suggested itselftome. Yet, I 
should think the electric light ought to tan. 
I should not, however, say that as subdivided 
by Edison it would tan to the same extent as 
the lights of the powerful signal burners like 
those on Broadway and in the stores. But 
the difference would be one of degree, not of 
kind. All forms of light might tanto a cer- 
tain extent if the face is kept a long time ex- 
posed tothem. I seeno way of settling the 
question of degree except by comparative 
experiments, and such experiments are now 


going onin every large city in the country. 
A slight amount of tanning would be more 
than compensated for by the greater health- 
fulness of the 1} _im other respects. 
Whatis the philosophy of tanning? Itis a 
chemical action, and we don’t know much 
about chemistrv.. Heat bakes a loafof bread, 
and might be said to tanit, Exposure to the 
sun’s raysincreases and deranges the pig- 
mentary ee of the skin. There is a great 
difference in. skins, but all human 
skins are incomparably more  sensi- 
tive to the chemical rays from a light 
than carpets or the most delicate fabrics, and 
because the electric light tans it would not 
be fair to conclude that 1t would fade cloths. 
I do not think that at all probable. 

Dr. George H. Fox, said: ‘‘I have heard 
ladies complain that the electric light would 
tan them and injure their complexions, but 
more complain of its clear white light expos- 
ing imperfections that the dim gas light con- 
ceals. As photographs can be taken by the 
use of the electric light, I see no reason wh 
it should not tan. I should judge that it 
would. Just exactly what change takes place 
in the process of tanning is not definitely 
known. If «a person sits long enough in 
front of a fire he may be tanned or wind may 
tan a person.”

Bismarck a Tax-Dodgzger.

Bismarck has a salary of $15,000 as Chancel- 
lor of the German Empire. He also has 
twelve horses in his stables. Pursuantto a 
recent law, a tax of about ten cents for 
each of the horses was levied upon him, the 
total amount of the assessment being a 
trifle over a dollar. He returned a protest 
against the tax on the ground that he owned 
only ten horses. The number of horses for 
which he had been assessed had been furnish- 
ed by his own employes.

Bis- 
marck’s house had beenjassessed by municipal 
authorities at $5,000, and a tax of $150 had 
been imposed upon it. He entered a protest 
against the valuation of the property, at the 
same time accusing the officials whom it had 
been made of partiality and hostile discrimi- 
nation against him, for reasons of political 
enmity. This charge has been indignant] 
repelled, and the payment of the tax salaneed.

CHILDREN DRUGGED. 


Some Interesting Facts that May Open 
the Eyes otf Unwary Parents. 
From the New York Suan. 


Recently a correspondent of the Sun culled 


men have been detected in saving themselves 
trouble by dosing spirited horses with nar- 
cotics. A reputable physician, with whom a 
reporter conversed on the subject, said: 
“When a child is cross, peevish, fretful, rest- 
less and troublesome,itis not an unusual 
thing for a physician to be called, who pre- 
scribes a ‘quieting powder.’ The nurse is 
sent to the drug store with the prescription, 
is told how to administer it, andin a short 
time, instead of having a very wearisome and 
irritating duty to perform, the nurse finds 
out she has but to sit by and watch a drowsy 
child. The lessonis not forgotten by the 
nurse. She is known at the drug store; she 
knows the number of the prescription, she 
knows that she can buy it for a few cents, and 
she therefore possesses herself of the sleeping 
powder, to be used whenever she wants to 
have ap easy job. . 

‘“*‘Wealthy parents think they can shift their 
duties and responsibilities by hiring servants 
to performthem. it looks so easy, and seems 
such a perfect method of avoiding the annoy- 
ance, the sleepless nights, the wear and tear 
of the system whith is almost inseparable 
ie faithful attendance upon the healthiest 
child. 

‘But there are very many nurses now who 
know how to make paragoric, laudanum, hy- 
drate of chloral, or morphine do the work of 
patient watching and assiduous care. The 
result is that children grow up stupefied un- 
der the influence of drugs, with their mental 
faculties impaired, and with a taste for stim- 
ulants that often leads them to drunkards’ 
graves. No children are so. for- 
tunate as those of the moderately 
well-off persons who have means suf- 
ficient to aid them in the drudgery of house- 
hold cares, but who givetotheir children 
that personal care, that hy, eee surpervi- 
sion and that conscientious devotion to duty 
that can never be bought with money, but 
are fondly forthcoming from affection. There 
are also many mothers who do not scruple to 
lighten their cares by substituting drugs for 
duty. The drug stores do a lively trade in 
various nostrums with fancy names which 
are simply well-known narcotics in a dis- 

uised form. Opium isthe commonest ingre- 
dient. The amount of this stuff that is sold 
iz absolutely frightful. Itis bought and ad- 
ministered by parents and nurses utterly ig- 
norant of its deleterious effects. It produc- 
es disorders of the digestive organs, eonsti- 
pation, and a long train of successive ills. 

‘‘Whatis|the remedy? Intelligent parents 
must not either use these pernicious drugs 
nor permit them to be used with their chil- 
dren. Strict watch must be kept for symp- 
toms that will betray the surreptitious use of 
the drugs.’ Thus only can a growing abuse 
be stopped which threatens to inflict serious 
damage on the rising generation. Ifa child 
which is generally noisy, boisterous and 
lively, suddenly becomes drowsy, dull and 
stupid, it is at least a fair subject for inquiry 
whether the cause may not be found in the 
neighboring drug store. 

‘The fact is there ought to be some way 
of preventing the use of old prescriptions. At 
present, whena prescription has been once 
tiled ata ‘drug store there1s no troublein 
getting itrenewed without the orderof a 
physician. There is also a very loose method 
of selling narcotics in most of our drug 
stores, which is a crving evil. Physicians are 
made responsible for much evil that occurs 
from the amateur practice of medicine. Par- 
ents are too oftenin the habit of using old 
prescriptions whenthe symptoms of a dis- 
ease resemble that for which the prescription 
was Origimally given. This is playing with 
fire with a vengeance.” 


Fighting Women. 
From Notes and Queries. 


Female soldiers have been more numerous 
in foreign armies than in the English service. 
I may mention a few. In the French army,for 
instance, there were (among others) Louise 
Houssaye de Bannes, who served from 1792 to 
1795, and was at Quiteron; Angelique Brulon 
nee Duchemin for she was married), sous- 
Lieutenant of infantry and decoree with the 
Legion of Honor, who was born in 1772, and 
died, I believe, in the Invalides about 1859. 
Therese Figueur, who served as a dragoon for 
fourteen years, from 1798 to 1812, and had 
four horses killed under her; she died in 1861, 
at the age of eighty-seven, in the Hospice des 
Petits Menages at Paris; Virginie Chesnieres, 
who served during the Peninsular War asa 
Sergeant inthe 27th Regiment, and died in 
1878. Louise Scanagatti was a Lieutenant of 
infantry inthe Austrian or Sardinian army 
ca the Napoleon wars. . Marietta Giuliani 
and Herminia Manelli fought under Garibal- 

di in 1866; Herminia was atthe battle of 
Custozza. Augusta Kruger fought in the 
War of Liberation against the French asa 
subaltern inthe Ninth Prussian Regiment, 
and was decoree with the Iron. Cross. and the 
Russian Orderof St. George; she (after leav- 
ing the army) married 4 brother officer in 
1816, and in 1869 her grandson received a com- 
mission in his grandmother’s regiment. Ber- 
tha Weis is said to have fought at Spicheren 
in 1870, but lam not sure that her case is 
gemiine. The most recent instances I know 
of are the following three: “A young Rus- 
sian officer,’”? (her name is not given), whom 
the Times correspondent, on September 29, 
1877, reported to have fallen at Kacelyevo, 
after displaying the most brilliant gallantry 
in rallying her men against the Turks; Sylvio 
Mariotti, a private inthe Eleventh Battalion 
Bersaglieri, who served from 1866 to 1879, 
and who fought at Oustozza; and Dolores 
Rodriguez, Corporal (at the age of eighteen) 
in the First Regiment of Peruvian Sappers. 
She, it appears, fought in the present South 
American war, and is sti]l in service. 


Whales and the Fisheries. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


M. Bogdanoff, who took partinthe Russian 
North Sea expedition sent out during last 
summer, communicated, at the general meet- 
ing of the St. Petersburg Society of Natural- 
ists, his observations on the influence of 
whaling on the fishing on the Normannic 
coast, which illustrates very well the compli- 
cated chain which exists in the animal world. 
The whale used to be very important to the 
fisheries, as during the spring tt drove to the 
coast immense shoals of smail fishes. Now, 
whaling being pursued by means of steamers 
whieh use a bullet instead ofthe old harpoon 
and the annual number of whales ille 
being, during the last seventeen years, from 
fifty to one hundred aad forty-three, the 
amount of small fishes coming to the coast 
has much diminished. Besides, the great 
quantities of fat which are thrown into the 
sea at Varanger attract sharks, which destroy 
codfish, so that now the codfish is nearly ex- 
ome + inthe western parts of the Varanger 
region.

Home Life in Anstria. 
§ Vienna Letter to San Francisco Chronicle. 


The old palace which we inhabitin the Him- 
me!pfort gasse is built around a large court, 
and we occupy the first and third floors. The 
second floor belongs to distant members of 
the family, wholecome to Vienna to spend 
Christmas and the carnival season. The 
children, governesses, tutors and servants 
occupy the upper story, but we “maids” 
generally slept in an outer room or corridor 
beside our respective mistresses. We rare'y 
have beds. but we sleep on sofas or divans, 
over which a damask Turkish covering is 
thrown during the day, our washbowls and 
soap cups hidden away in a superbly carved 
Louis XVI. casket, and when strangers are 
shown through the palace, as they often are, 
in the absence of the family, no one would: 
suspect that the exquisitely curved oak ante- 
rooms. could assume bed-room costume in 
two minutes and a quarter. 

Library, parlor,ante-room and dining-room 
are often usetl as sleeping-rooms a2 families 
of the highest rank. <A screen is placed so as 
to hide the bed in the daytime, and guests are 
received in my lady’s chumber. Of course 
there are families of sufficient wealth to have 
a palace all to themselves, but even among 
these such a lack of comfortable easy chairs 
chairs and spring beds are enough to diszust 
an American. Long, narrow bedsteads, a 
straw bed anda moss mattress, with heavy 
linen sheets (a big coronet embroidered on 
them, of course) and a plumeau, which 
means a down bed, as coverlid, is sleeping ac- 
coutrement enough for a European. Indeed, 
our Emperor bas nothing better. 


Vanderbilt’s Big Garden. 
From a New York Letter. 


Like a bullying old Roman Consul return- 
ing in triumph, after having battered the 
‘*Boers’”’ of his day, comes P. T. Barnum, 
raving and charging, with “the Great London, 
Royal British, Greatest Show in the Worid,’’ 
fresh from Connecticut, the State where the 
word ‘‘show’’ was first originally inserted as 
an exclamation of wonder into the English 
language, and where itis still uttered in its 
purity of accent. LV. has called together at 
the sound of the drum at least 30,000 New 
Yorkers who are not on the free list of any 
theater. They throng the streets, hold the 
curb-stones and are filled with inexpressive 
delight. This is one of his cheap advertise- 
ments. He holds Madison Square Garden 
for one week. Thatis as long as he wants it 
atthe price. The yearly rent of the great 
hovel is $520,000, and the proprietor is seri- 
ously thinking of raising it 20 per cent.

Speaking of Lent one is naturally led to 
chureh music, andI need hardly add that 
congregational singing is only found in 
thurches jof the plainest character. Among 
strictly fashionable Christianity a more artis- 
tic style prevails, and this is only attainable 
through the use of choirs. The latter being 
naturally annoyed by theinterference of the

A 
strict comparison of jewelry often takes 
place, and sometimes the melody of sacred 
song falls on hearts sadly jarred by jealousy.

The event of the day in steamboat circles 
was the arrival yesterday from Memphis and 
the bends of ihe steamer Henry Frank, with 
ithe monster cargo of 9,226 bales of cotton, 
1,213 sacks cotton seed, 1,224 sacks oil’ cake, 
500 sacks seed meal, 705 sacks corn, 2 Wagons, 
% sacks coffee, 2 bundies sacks and 14 pack- 
ages sundries, in all 12,895 packages, equal to 
10,226 bales, the largest cotton trip ever car- 
ried on one Hull, and beating the famous 
load, 8,844 bales, of'the Chas. P. Chouteau by 
“ez bales. Telegraphed from point to point, 
undas her cargo inereased in magnitude, 
doubts were expressed as to her having as 
manv bales as reporied. While none doubt- 
ed that she could carry it in weight, her ca- 
pacity tostore it Was questioned. But her 
safe arrival, however, with every bale report- 
ed, proved the faith of her fi¢ends, who al- 
ways claimed herto be the vreatest cotton 
carrier afloat, the champion of the day. The 
Henry Frank was built at Cincinnati by A. Rf. 
Perry, under the personal supervision of 
Capt. Jd. Frank Hicks, who, with Capt. Alf. 


Grissom, her.chief-clerk, is her owner, and 
was launched on Augusi 19, 1878, arriving 
here On the thirieenth of November of the 
same year, Her keel is 276 
fect. long, and her ‘length is 310 


feet over all; her beam is 52 feet, and she is 
74 feet wide in the widest place, her depth 
of hold being 10’2 feet. Her engines were 
those of the famous towboat Ajax, and are 29 
inches in diameter, 9 feet stroke. Boilers 
(six innumber) 28 feet by #tinches. She is 
21 feet between decks. The stowage capaci- 
ty of herhull, as demonstrated this trip, is 
2,044 bales and 977 sacks cotton seed. Her 
suards were barely touching the water, and 
she hadn’t a bale on tne roof, which will stand 
500 bales. The next largest cotton trip ofthe 
Frank was that of the 19th of November,1SS), 
when she brought 7,705 bales, besides 5 bags 
seed cotton, 3,351 sacks cotton seed, 400 sacks 
oilcake and 177 barre!s oil. She has made 
thirty-two trips in the Memphis trade, and 
two to St. Louis, and has brought to this city 
a grand total of 176,974 bales cotton, 256 bags 
seed cotton, 152,189 sacks cotton seed, 46,505 


- aacks oil cake, 19,648 sacks cotton seed meal 


and 5,542 barrels oil,besides the produce,etc., 
brought on her two St. Louis trips. Her trips 
of cotton have averaged 5,536 bales a trip. To 
move her cotton alone of this trip by rail 264 
box cars or 190 flat cars would be required. 
A large crowd were at the landing to witness 
her arrival, and many visited the landing to 
take a look at the champion hours after she 
bad commenced to unload. The Frank was 
photographed at Carrollton by Lilienthal, and 
at the landing by an artist of Frank Leslie’s.

KEOKUK PACKET PROBLEM. 


The Federal Court Declines to Take a Hand 
in the Packet Litigation. 


In the United States Circuit Court thig,morn- 
ing Judge Treat delivered an ~ 6pinion 
with a concurring decision of Judge McCrary 
upon the _ ~petition of  § the Keokuk 
stockholders against the assignee of the Keo- 
kuk Northern Line Packet Company. The 
Court refuses to grant the provisional injunc- 
tion against the assignee which the petitioning 
stockholders Anderson and Hutchinson 
of Keokuk prayed for. The 


purpose of this proceeding in the Federal 
Court was to nave the assignment made by the 
reconstructed corporation after the ousting of 
the Davidson directory adjudged void; 
and a receiver to be appointed by 
the Federal Court was likewise sought and an 
injunction restraining the assignee from inter- 
fering with the Packet property after the State 
Court shall have ordered a discharge of the 
receiver who is now in _ possession. 
The Federal Court declines to con 
flict with the jurisdiction of the 
State court. The property is now in custodia 
legis and it remains for the State tribunal 
withont interference from the Federal court 
to make such final orders with respect there- 
to as in its judgment the 
law and facts require. In Judge 
McCrary’s concurring opinion he takes the 
ground that applications for relief by injunc- 
tion must be addressed to the State Court hav- 
ing possession jof the property, control over 
the claimants and the power to order or forbid 
delivery tothe assignee, 


The Sunk Steamer. 

The E. O. Stanard’s freight list from this port 
was as follows, with a total of 1,110 tons: 11 
pkgs beer, 431 sks bran, 4,249 sks corn, 2,258 
bblscorn meal, 991 bbls flour, 79 tons hay, 1,220 
pounds lard, 3,472 sks oats, 155 bbls pork, 110 
bxs soap, 10 pkgs tobacco, 2 bbls whisky, 600 
pounds white lead, 845 pkgs sundries. Besides 
this she took on a large amount of corn at river 
points below, and when she sunk had fully 
1,400 tons of freight aboard. 


The E. O. Stanard was built at Pittsburg in 
1873 by Capt. J. J. Darragh, and was 256 feet 
long by 484 feet beam and 73; feet. HerMus- 
tom House measurement was 82% tons 
but she would carry 1,400 tong. She had three 
boilers twenty-four feet song by en Np: in- 
ches in diameter built in 1869. The boat 
was allowed to carry 139 pounds of steam. Her 
power consisted of two Hartupee patent en- 
gines, small cylinder twelve inches and large 
one twenty-four inches in diameter, 
by five feet stroke. The boat was formerly 
known as the Paragon and was burned atthe 
St. Louis wharf in 1875, rebuilt in 1876and name 
changed to E. O. Stanard by the Kountz Line, 
to which she belonged at the time of the disas- 
ter. Jo Jaynes and James DeLancey were her 
pilots. 


The Chicago Election. 

CHICAGO, April 5.—In spite of the prediction 
made by the Canadian prophet of a flood in 
Chicago to-day, the weather is bright, sun- 
ny and cool, with no _ prospect of the 
snow banks giving way at present. A fairpro- 
portion of ballots were deposited in the morn- 
ing but there was considerable slackening 
later in the day and at 1:30 this afternoon 
the prospect was for only about two- 
thirds of a full vote. This is considered unfav- 
orable for the Republican eandidates for city 
and town Officers. Both sides seem confident 
and the vote will probably be close. Harrison 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor was 
elected tothe Mayoralty in 1879 by about 5,000 
majority. The city was carried by the Repub- 
licans last November by 5,000 majority, so that 
no lesson can be drawn from these prece- 
dents. The Republicans claim to have made 
great gains among the Irish and the Demo- 
crats claim large German accessions.

~ THE BOSS BEATEN. 


The Defeat of Kaiser Over- 
stolz Assured. 


Germans Almost Solid Against 
the Ring Candidate. 


The Irish Guard Resenting Six 
Years of Neglect. 


Complete Rout of the Tax-Eaters 
and Gas Monopolists. 


The Entire Republican Ticket 
Probably Elected. 


McHose the Only Man on the Over- 
*stolz Ticket Who May Pos- 
sibly Pull Through. 


The Scratchers Out in Force— 
Overstolz Defeat Conceded— 
Ewing Elected bya Major- 
ity of Thousands. 


Overstolz is beaten. That was settled an 
hour after the polls opened this morning. 
Ewing’s majority was a question of thousands. 
These are conclusions derived from unbiased 
reports received from every ward in the city. 
The intense interest manifested by all classes 
inthe day’s result prompted the POSsT-DIs- 
PATCH to make a canvass of the city more com- 
plete than ever attempted before. Reporters, 
with instructions to make use of the best 
sources of information and forward promptly 
careful deductions, were placed in every ward 
in the city, to remain there from the opening 
tothe closing of the polls. From the reports 
thus received conclusionscan be drawn with 
great positiveness. 

In the Fourth, Twelfth, Tenth and Twentieth 
Wards, the heavy Democratic strongholds, the 
threat to scratch the head of the 
ticket is being fulfilled. 

inthe Eighteenth, Seventeenth and Nine- 
teenth Wards Overstolz is running from twen- 
ty -live to fifty per cent behind the ticket. 


In the central part of the city, the First and 
Second Wards, Overstolz is ten per cent be- 
hind the ticket. 

South ot Chouteau avenue, exclusive of the 
Nineteenth Ward and Carondelet, the Demo- 
cratic ticket is being voted = almost 
straight. The German Republicans in that 
section of the city are scratching Hudson 
for McHose considerably. They are also 
scratching Ewing to about half the extent that 
pene are Hudson, but the gain Overstolz is 

inginthe southern German wards isin- 
significant as compared with his losses between 
Chouteau and Cass avenues. 

In the Fourth and Twelfth Wards, which lie 
along Cass avenue from the river westward, 
many Irish Democrats are not taking the trou- 
ble to scratch much, but are voting thestraight 
Republican ticket. 

Inthe Tenth, Seventeenth, Eighteenth and 
Twentieth Wards it isscratch, sgeratch,scratch. 
Not more than one ticket in ten with the Dem- 
ocratic heading is clean, while the Republican 
proportion is one in four. 

McHose is quite generally left on the Demo- 
cratic tickets, and at precinct after precinctis 
running slightly ahead of the Democratic 
strength. e gains fromthe German saloon 
keepers. If he beats Hudson it will be 
by au small majority. The head of 
the Democratic tfcket is everywhere acknowl- 
edged, bythe friends of the other candidates 
upon it, to be a dead weight. If they are beat- 
en by small majority the whole responsibility 
will rest on Overstolz and the Oity Gall ring. 

At noon M. A. Rosenblatt came in after a trip 
through the Western precincts and while he 
stopped to give his well driven horse a breath- 
ing he told a POST-DISPATCH reporter that he 
was astonished to find McHose running ahead 
of his ticket at nearly every precinct. This was 
the only Democrat he would concede had any 
chance of pulling through. 

The hope the Overstolz managers entertained 
of capturing a considerable section of. the ne- 
gro vote through Milton Turner, proved utter- 
lyfdelusive. 

Another conclusion to be drawn with equal 
positiveness is this. The vote will be a very 
heavy one. Within two hours after the polls 
opened this morning one-fifth of the registra- 
tion had voted at nearly every precinct. Such 
interest was never before manilestedin a muni- 
cipal contest. A smaller portion of judges re- 
fused to serve than ever before. Both parties 
were in the field early in strong force tosee that 
the vacancies were filled by good men. The 
polls opened more promptly than usual. Every- 
thing, indeed, indicates unusual interest. 

When the day opened the Overstolz strikers 
had butone hope. It wasthatthe disaffected 
Democrats would whip into line when it came 
to voting and not scratch as threatened. Long 
before noon they had given this up inthe Dem- 
ocratic Wards. The scratching was fully equal 


. to allthat the Anti-Overstolz men had threat- 


ened. 

The only reports favorable to Overstolz re- 
ceived were from the Fourteenth, Eighth and 
Twenty-third Wards, the extreme northern 
portion of the city. There his strikers were 
relying on the German Republicans to pull him 
through. 

Jennings, the Democratic candidate for 
treasurer is running ahead of his ticket north 
of,Franklin avenue pretty generally. He is 
very widely known and highly respected. Ja- 
cob 8. Merimll the Republican candidate, is be- 
ing scratched some by the German Republicans 
by reason of his supposably strict views on the 
Sabbath and saloon quarantine. 

Reports from nineteen polling placesin the 
heart of the German Republican strongholds, 
south of Park avenue, were obtained at 2 p. m. 
They showed the utter failure of the reliance 
of the Overstolz manager on the German and 
brewery vote. The aggregate of the votes 
polled at these nineteen places showed four 
votes for Ewing to every one for Overstolz. At 
some of these places the proportion was 
still worse for the Kaiser. Thus at 
Maitin Kipps on the Gravois roadand Arsenal 
street there were out of 115 votes polled, just 
eight for Overstolz. Atthe Cherokee brewery 
0lls acount of ninety-six votes showed six 
or Overstolz. Everywhere the solicitations 
of the Overstolz strikers were met by voters 
with the decided reply ‘*no sir, Overstolzis the 
man that said organ Boland must. be 
crushed ; we don’tjvote for him.’’ 

At2 p. m.the Republicans and anti-Over- 
stolz men were claiming Ewing would not have 
less than five thousand majority. This is pnt- 
ting the figures pretty high, but at the ratio of 
a vote at that hour they were not far out of

For years the First Ward, as is now 
known, covering a mixed district from the 
riveron the east to Twelfth streeton the 
west and Pine -street on the north 
to Cerre street south has been familiarized as 
the home und of Ed. Butler, Frank D. Tur- 
ner and t Kane. The votes of the First are 
drawn from all classes, the workingmen and 
tenement vote figuring largely inthe precincts 
nearest the river, the hotel element and room- 
renters in the central portion and storekeeper 
and boarding-house voters gathering thickly 
in the arket street and  neigh- 
boring precincts, It is essentially 
a Democratic stronghold having the public de- 

artments, City Hall and Court House within 
its precincts. Hereit was expected there- 
fore that the machine would control a solid 
vote for the third term nominee, but the early 
voters quickly turned the current of opinionin 
the First. The scratching of the name at the head 
of the Democratic ticket clearly indicated the 
sentiment of the working meninthis ward, 
and for the first three: hours the workers for 
Butler and the old man conceded that scarcely 
twenty votes had fleen passed infor Overstolz 
in tne entire district. t Poll No. 2, 314 South 
Second street forty-five votes were castup to 
10 o’clock, the Overstolz scratching upon the 
tickets in each case being the rule. In this 
precinct there were 324 votes to follow largely 
made up of anti-Overstolz men. . 

At 1066 Market street there were only seven- 
teen votes cast up to 10 o’clock. and these were 
solid anti-Overstolz. There were seventy-three 
votes to follow, made up of hotel 
employes and boarders and a few 
workingmen—all avowed  anti-Overstolz 
element. The only scratching noticeable was 
the head of the ticket. 

At Daly’s Hotel polls, opposite the Poly- 
technic, on Seventh street, twenty-five 
votes were cast during the first three hours, 
and these were pronounced scratchers of 
Overstoiz. This precinct covers the two large 
central hotels, Laclede and Planters’, from 
which a strong anti-machine vote will be polled 
during the day. 

The polls at 819 Market street were visited by 
thirty-one voters up to ten o’clock, nearly all 
of whom may be reckoned as anti-Third Term- 
ers. The votes were passed in during the 
breakfast hour, andthe majority were of the 
German anti-Overstolz element, the store- 
keeper and Market street boarding-house 
contribution to the anti-movement. 

SECOND WARD. 

This ward is very strongly Democratic, but 
the disaffection is wide-spread and the Post- 
DISPATCH’S advice to scratch is being very 
generally followed. The Overstolz managers 
are very stirring and have a large majority at 
their backs, but the anti-Overstolz and Ewing 
men are confident of cutting a 
big hole in the usual majority.

THIRD WARD. 

This district contains a mixture of Republi-

residential vote of business men 
in the German community. The 
ten precinctsinthe ward reaching from the 
river to Catalpa street and Stoddard avenue 
west, Chouteau avenue and Rutger street 
south and Plum and Cerre streets north did not 
poll above 200 votes betore 10 o’clock and the 
majority of these were cast by business men 
before leaving home. The heavi 
est voting in this district will 
be done during the dinner hour 
in the precincts neartheriver. The workers 
for the Republican ticket claimed nearly all 
the early votes,and those who voted the Dem- 
ocratic ticket scratched Overstolz in nearly 
every instance. 

The scenes around the polls during the early 
hours lacked interest. Two police officers 
were stationed ateach precinct voting place, 
butthere was little excitement, and not more 
than half adozen persons congregated in the 
vicinity at any precinct. 

FOURTH WARD. 

The pells opened on time and with little ex- 
citementin this ward. The Overstolz workers 
call this their stronghold and are working 
hard. Aconsiderable number of the judges 
failed to show up, and their places were 
filled without any consultation of the voters, 
as prescribed by law. Atsome of the polling 
places there is considerable bull-dozing going 
on and trouble. may occur before evening. The 
Irish vote, which is strong in this ward is 
mostly being cast for Overstolz, the Slogan 
amor Irish Democrats being 
the whole ticket but the head. The German 
Republicans are all voting straight. At the 
polling place, corner of Ninth and O'Fallon 
streets, the precinct containing a large Ger- 
man vote, Ewing and Overstolz had even votes 
at10 o'clock. he total vote cast was/70, 
and the Kaiser wastwelve behind his ticket. 
The same is the case at other precincts, and 
Overstolz is losing ground every hour. Over- 
stolz mesa claim the ward, but admit that it 
will be very close.

It was supposed that Over- 
stolz would receive some support from his 
German Republican friends, but this does not 
seem to be the case. The chief scratching 
which is being doneisthe head of the ticket, 
and Overstolz will run behind his ticket.

In Precinct 58, which is close to the rivcr, 
about one-third of the entire registration had 
voted. The scratching here of Hudson was 
considerable. A great many straight Repub- 
lican tickets haye been put in without a 
scratch, and Overstolz is probably less affected 
heie than in any of the southern wards. 

At Precinct 59 only two tickets are present- 
ed, the straight Republican and Democratic 
tickets.

It is hard 
to say what the majority for Overstolz will be 
in the Fourteenth Ward. Certainly it will be 
fully uptothree and possibly four hundred 
votes, and some of the anti-Oversto]z men 
look even for a worse defeat than this.

‘lLhese slanders are told where they hurt and 
this unscrupulous canvas has certainly hurt 
Mr. Ewinginthis ward. Takenon top of all 
this is the statement that he and all his family 
were rebels andthat his Republicanism 
is questionable. Itis not to be wondered that 
the Germans are voting against him. There 
are thirteen precincts in this ward and avery 
full vote was being polled this morning. The 
machine and everything else are work- 
ing for Overstolz in the Four- 
teenth, and that he willbag a handsome 
majority is almost certain. 

FIFTEENTH WARD. 

The Ewing workers under the gene of 
Committeeman Waters, did their heavy work 
of the day in the morning. From the wire mills 
they claimed that they had 200 votes solid for 
Ewing to be distributed through the Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth and Nineteenth Wards, but prin- 
cipally for the Fifteenth. In the southern por- 
tion of the ward the vote was light. 

At Precinct 157, Mississippi and Chouteau 
avenue, the Republican ticket was 
well ahead, having nearly two-thirds of 
the 50 votes polled in that 
tame A good German vote was polled and 
ittle scratching was done. Adreon for Comp 
troiler received a very heavy vote, and was 
well ahead of his ticket in the early part of the 


ay. 

Precinct 158, Twenty-second and Chouteau 
avenue, over eighty votes were polled, with 
the two tiekets about even. Overstolz was 
scratched slightly. 

SIXTEENTH WARD. 

The Sixteenth Ward is a German stronghold, 
as a general thing,and gives a straight Republi 
can majority of about three hundred. The ut- 
most that the Overstolz men claim is that they 
will reduce this majority to less thar 100. There 
is no doubtifthe voting continues as it began 
that they will do almostif not quite as much as 
this. A reporter watched the German vote at 
several precincts and found that about one in 
three scratched — for Overstolz, the other 
two voted the straight Republican ticket. 
The Demoerats on the other hand 
are scratching Overstolz for Ewing ih about 
the same roportion. This ward sent an 
Overstolz delegation to.the convention, but 
not without a bitter fight, the result of which 
was a breach in the on , which has by no 

been close up. There 
is a strong Republican spirit in 
the . ward which votes the straighs 
ticket right through from a to z, and this with 
the dissatisfied Democrats who are scratching 
Overstolz will certainly land a majority for 
Ewing of a hundred, if net much wore. Proba- 
bly in no ward in the city has a more thorough 
canvass been made by the Overstolz strik- 
ers than in this one. . Mr. Ewing 
has been held up asa puritanical sabbatarian 
and as a man utterly devoid of religious 
principles. It would probabiy surprise that 
gentleman to learn im how many different 
roles he has figured. The Anti-Overstolz 
men however have also been freely bled. No 
stone has been lett unturned to secure Over- 
stolz’ Idefeat. 

SEVENTEENTM WARD. 

The vote in the Seventeenth Ward was mod- 
erately heavy. Inthe early part ofthe day a 
strong vote was polled, but a lull occurred 
about 10 o0’clock. The polling places, witha 
few exceptions, opened up regularly, the 
Judges and Clerks being on hand atthe open- 
ing hour. The Ewing workers were. jubilant, 
and predicted a bad beating for Overstolz, but 
the latter’s strikers, who admitted that they 
were * not _doing as well as they 
bad expected, were contidene 
that they would get in their good work laterin 


the day. 

Precinet 173, at Thirteenth and Market 
streets opened . promptly, and received a 
steady full vote. Early in the morning thirty- 
six votes were polled. Overstolz was scratched 
heavily. 

Precinct 174, Fifteenth and Chestnut streets, 
received its first ballot at afew minutes past 
six. Thirty-seven votes were deposited 
here before 10 a. Mm. Overstolz was 
scratched. The remainder of the 
tickets were scratched promiscuousaly 

At Precinct 176, Sixteenth and Clark avenue, 
34 votes were polled, and both tickets being 
voted in full. 

At 178, Market, near Eighteenth, 56 votes 
were reccived at noon, The judges and clerks 
were not prepared for work until nearly 7:30, 
those appointed failing to put in an g act 
ance. liere severnl = of the allots 
received were the Re 
publican ticket headed "s 
name. The voters took the ticket and black: 
ened the ticket from top to bottom with the 
exception of Ewing's name. In this form the 
voters banded intbetr ballots seemingly with 
much satisfaction. Ewing was far in the lead. 

At Precinct 1, Clark avenue and High, 10 
votes were polled, with yt farahead. The 
Overstolz men here gave up the hope of nen 
tralizing the Ewing vote: The Democratic 
vote was fuller at this precinct 
than at any of the others above mentioned. 
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straicht tickets. This was the more notice- 
abie in the precincts.along Olive, Washington 
and Easton avenues, *‘On the hill’’ in the 
vicinity of Summit and Clark ‘avenues and 
Market street the straightest voting was done 
of any portion of the ward. 

The Greenback labor ticket is at all the poll- 
ing places, but cuts no re in this contest, 
The vote willbe magnificent. Workingmen 
are quite generally voting for Ewing and most 
of the Democratic ticket. 

Overstoiz livesin the Eighteenth ward, but 
is meeting with unmerciful treatment from his 
own neighbors. The prediction is made that 
he will not carry a precinct inthe ward. This 
is probably putting ita little strong. He will 
probably get a slight majority in 
tour out of the seventeen precincts of the 
ward. Overstolz will run at least five hundred 
votes behind his ticketinthe ward. McHose 
and Jennings will poll the full Democratic vote 
and the former will gain slightly from the Re- 
publicans. 

A good deal ot interest is being shown in the 
contest over the nember for the House of Del- 
egates. Thomas W. Gerard, Democrat and 
present incumbent, Jcsoph Stern, Republican, 
and George W. Ransom, Greenbacker, are 
running. Stern and his friends have carriages 
out and are makingjstrong efforts, but Gerard 
will be elected. 

THE NINETEENTH WARD. 

South of Chouteau avenue it was expected by 
the City Hall ring that Overstolz would cut in 
on Ewing. The expectation failed of accom- 
plishment in the Nineteenth Ward. Atthe two 
polling places on Lafayette and California 
avenues a light vote is being polled, 
with very little scratching—none to 
speak of onthe heads of the tickets. Atthe 
three polling places of this ward on Chouteau 
avenae between Jefferson and Theresa, Over- 
stolz was slaughtered by Democrats and 
Ewing lost nothing. 

At No. 2931 Chouteau avenue hard by the 
Pacific machine shops an early count of 
ninety-one votes showed eighty tor Ewing. 
This may be considered a little exceptional 
because it is the precinct R. M. Parks livesin. 
Still Mr. Parks was at the pollsearly working 
manfully for the ticket. 

The Compton Hill people are working hard 
to get David Davies, the Democratic candidate, 
elected to the House of Delegates as 
against Conrad Rose, the Republican 
nominee. Joseph Franklin, J. M. Franciscus, 
Rey. Benj. E. Reed, George Minch and other 
prominent citizens are outin an address ask- 
ing the voters.otf the ward to support Davies as 
a man who will represent their interests in the 
House on railroad bridges and street openings 

THE TWENTIETH WARD. 

There are few wards more-thoroughly anti- 
Overstolz than the Twentieth which, even in 
the nondescript race run by Mr. Hudson in 1877

The ward in the first 
place is Republican and will largely vote the 
the straight ticket from Ewing all the way 
down, and there is the after consideration that 
among the Democrats there is a very strong 
Anti-Overstolz sentiment which will keep 
many from the polls and cause 
others to scratch him. There does. not 
appear to have been anything like a stormy 
canvass made inthe Twentieth Ward for Mr. 
Overstolz orif acanvass was made it was re- 
warkably barren in results. It is conceded 
on both sides that the regular Republican 
ticket will poll a majority of at least 
200 and Mr. Ewing is running ahead of his 
ticket. There is a great deal of scratching in 
the Twentieth Ward among the Republicans in 
favor of Dr. Jennings, which is also the case 
in the Twenty-third Ward. 

THE TWENTY-FIRST WARD. 

The Twenty-first Ward, lying along the 
Gravois road, Jas a registration of only 624. 
The voting is mostly straight, Overstolz gain- 
ing nothing from the Germans. This is the 
ward Morgan Boland iives in. 

RHE TWENTY-SECOND WARD. 

The Work-house runs this ward and the 
strikers around the polling places are claim- 
ing to have carried it for Overstolz. Its aggre- 
gate registration is only 364. 

THE TWENTY-THIRD WARD. 

A heavy vote is being polled inthe Twenty- 
third Ward, whichis one of the closest in the 
city. Upon a straight party poll of the 960 
votesin it the Republicans carry a bare ma- 


jority. That majority will proba- 
bly be maintained to-day tor 
the straight Republican ticket, because, 


while the German Republicans are certainly 
scratching Ewing for Overstolz, the Irish 
Democrats are scratching Overstolz for Ewing, 
thus preserving the balance.

These factors, together with his German 
birth, are certainly bringing him votes in this 
ward.

A 
careful examination of the five precincts in 
the ward make it safe to predict a majority 
against Overstolz of less than a hundred. 

THE TWENTY-FOURTH WARD.

TWENTY FIFTH WARD. 

The Gravois Road and Cemetery District, 
a *‘cabbage’’ ward, has 120 voters; it will go 
tor Oversto!z. 

TWENTY-SIXTH WARD. 

The Overstolz men are counting on carrying 
the Twenty-sixth Ward. Its registration is 
427. This ward includes Beckville and the Rus- 
sell, Parker & Co.’scoal mines and pottery 
works. 

: THE TWENTY-SEVENTH WARD. 

Cool Herbert, of Forest Park, expects to de- 
liver this ward to Overstolz. It includes Chel- 
tenham, the city institutions, and is another of 
the ‘‘cabbage’’ wards with 603 registration. 
There is, however, a ‘‘dairymen’s tacket’’ out 
with the namesof Ewing, Smith and one or 
two other Republicans on it, whichis catching 
a good many of that class. 

TWENTY-EIGHTH WARD. 

The election is passing off very quietly. At 
district 238, uptol0o’clock, 125 votes were 
cast. Very little scratching being done. <A 
few of the Germans substituted the name of 
Overstolz for Ewing, but their influence was 
more than counteracted by the number of Dem 
ocrats scratching the head of their tickets. Of 
District No. 239 only 14 votes were cast at half- 
past ten, twoofthis number were for Ewing, 
the rest being by Democratic voters. The 
name of Schaeffer, for the House of Delegates. 
Was scratched on all with one exception, and 
P. H. QO’ Neill substituted. 

District No. 240, at the Six-Mile House, on St. 
Charles rock road, polled twenty-six votes 
atllo’clock. Very little scratching is being 
indulged in, each party voting the respective 
tickets straignt. District No. 244lat the Three 
Mile House numbered 103 votes at half past 
ll. Seratching is being very freely indulgedin 
by both parties. Overstolz, McHose, Quinli- 
van and O'Neill, for the House of 
delegates were abouf thirty ahead of their 
ticket. District 342. onthe corner of Prairie 
avenue and Natural Bridge Road, polled 32 
votes at 11 o’clock. The only name being 
scratched ‘is that of Schaeffer for the House of 
Delegates, andgO'Neill substituted. Elleards- 
ville, or Butchertown Precinctis the heaviest 
<listrict in the ward, and polled 265 
votes at 11:45. More scratching is being in- 
dulgedin than at all the Districts throughout 
theward. Overstoiz and Quinlivan lead their 
ticket by about thirty votes whilst O'Neill for 

the House of Delegates runs ahead of the ticket 
ut least 50 votes. John R. Slevin is 
being scratched to a considerable’ ex- 
tent and Emil Thomas substituted. 
At district 244 only 46 votes were cast at near 
noon; little or no scratching is being indulged 
in by either party.

The Fourth Ward, the old Democratic stand, 
is going straight against the Kaiser. At Pre 
cinct Forty-nine, corner of Seventh and O’Fal- 
lon, at 2:30 p. m., the whole vote polled was 
90, of which Ewing had 49, Overstolz 41. At 
two the polling placesin the neighborhood of 
Tenth and O’Fallon streets, more than one- 
third of the vote was already cast, with Ewing 
away in the lead.

There is no voting 
being done this afternoon, and but a small 
portion of the vote usually cast remains to be 
polled. 

The Tenth Ward is maintaining a reputation 
as a Republican fort, andis rolling up a large 
majority for Ewing. The nézroes are j stand- 
ing to him to aman. 

In the other wards the case is the same, and 
the Kaiser appears to be beaten clear out of 
sight, even in the home ot his friends. 

The Situation at 4 P. M. 

About the only interesting i=sue left is that 
between McHose and Hudson for the Collector- 
ship. It may be generally concluded that the 
Republicans will make a clean sweep unless it 
be on this single office. There are afew Demo- 
crats in the lower wards holding on to a hope 
of carrying Slevin through and a few in 
the northern wards who maintain 
that Jennings and Quinlivan have a 
fair chance, but they are inthe decided minor- 
itv. Slevin hasrun aheadinthe Third, Fiith 
and Thirteenth Wards, but not enough, prob- 
ably, to offset the general lukewarmness of the 
Democrats above Chouteau avenue. 

As already stated, McH{ose leads the Demo- 
cratic ticket and is the only man whom the Re- 
dublicans will admit has the ghost of a chance. 

e undoubtedly will poll the heaviest vote. In

The question among the betting men is no 
longer of Ewing and Overstolz, but how large 
will Ewing's maiority be.

lot, but if Overstolz is beaten by 10,000 majority 
he will be just $1,000 better off than he wasand 
onthe contrary, quite the reverse. Quite a 
number of men _ are betting on a 


majority for Ewing of 5,000 and any number of 
bets are being Offered on a majority. of 3,000 
with no takers. There seems to no more bluff 
left in the Overstolz faction; they 
are Ouly taking bets on a dead sure thing, and 
very few of them. The queerest and at the 
same time the- most significant feeture of the 
betting is the eager way in which those 
who have put money upon Overstolz are try- 
ing to hedge, trying téo unsuccessfully, for no 
one can be found this afternoon to bet on him. 


Election Notes.

KEOKUK PACKET PROBLEM. 


The Federal Court Declines to Take a Hand 
in the Packet Litigation, 

In the United States Circuit Court thig,morn- 
ing Judge Treat delivered an ~ 6pinion 
with a concurring decision of Judge McCrary 
upon the petition of the Keokuk 
stockholders against the assignee of the Keo- 
kuk Northern Line Packet Company. The 
Court refuses to grant the provisional injunc- 
tion against the assignee which the petitioning 
stockholders Anderson and Hutchinson 
of Keokuk prayed for. The 
purpose of this proceeding in the Federal 
Court was to nave the assignment made by the 
reconstructed corporation after the ousting of 
the Davidson directory adjudged void; 
and a receiver to be appointed by 
the Federal Court was likewise sought and an 
injunction restraining the assignee from inter- 
fering with the Packet property after the State 
Court shall have ordered a discharge of the 
receiver who is now in _ possession. 
The Federal Court declines to con 
flict with the jurisdiction of the 
State court. Theproperty is now in custodia 
legis and it remains for the State tribunal 
withont interference from the Federal court 
to make such final orders with respect there- 
to as in its judgment the 
law and = facts require. In Judge 
McCrary’s concurring opinion he takes the 
ground that applications for relief by injunc- 
tion must be addressed to the State Court hav- 
ing possession jof the property, control over 
the claimants and the power to order or forbid 
delivery tothe assignee. 


* The Sunk Steamer. 

The E. O. Stanard’s freight list from this port 
was as follows, with a total of 1,110 tons: 11 
pkgs beer, 431 sks bran, 4,249 sks corn, 2,253 
bbliscorn meal, 991 bbls flour, 79 tons hay, 1,220 
pounds lard, 3,472 sks oats, 135 bbls pork, 110 
bxs soap, 10 pkgs tobacco, 2 bbls whisky, 600 
pounds white lead, 85 pkgs sundries. Besides 
this she took on a large amount ofcorn at river 
points below, and when she sunk had fully 
1,400 tons of freight aboard. 


The E. O. Stanard was built at Pittsburg in 
1873 by Capt. J. J. Darragh, and was 256 feet 
long by 4844 feet beam and 74; feet. HerCus- 
tom House measurement was 8% tons 
but she would carry 1,400 tong. She had three 
boilers twenty-four feet song by — in- 
ches in diameter built in 1869. The boat 
was allowed to carry 139 pounds of steam. Her 


power consisted of two Hartupee patent en- 


gines, small —— t twelve inches and large 
one twenty-four inches in diameter, 
by five fect stroke. The boat was formerly 
known as the Paragon and was burned atthe 
St. Louis wharf in 1875, rebuilt in 1876and name 
changed to E. O. Stanard by the Kountz Line, 
to which she belonged at the time of the disas- 
ter. Jo Jaynes and James DeLancey were her 
pilots. 


The Chicago Election. 

CHICAGO, April 5.—In spite of the prediction 
made by the Canadian prophet of a floodin 
Chicago to-day, the weather is bright, sun- 
ny and cool, with no _ prospect of the 
snow banks giving way at present. A fairpro- 
portion of ballots were deposited in the morn- 
ing but there was considerable slackening 
later in the day and at 1:30 this afternoon 
the prospect was for only about’ two- 
thirds of a full vote. This is considered unfav- 
orable for the Republican candidates for city 
and town officers. Both sides seem confident 
and the vote will probably be close. Harrison 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor was 
elected to the Mayoralty in 1879 by about 5,000 
majority. The city was carried by the Repub- 
licans last November by 5,000 majority, so that 
no lesson can be drawn from these prece- 
dents.

~ THE BOSS BEATEN. 


The Defeat of Kaiser Over- 
stolz Assured. 


Germans Almost Solid Against 
the Ring Candidate. 


The Irish Guard Resenting Six 
Years of Neglect. 


Complete Rout of the Tax-Eaters 
and Gas Monopolists. 


The Entire Republican Ticket 
Probably Elected. 


McHose the Only Man on the Over- 
*stolz Ticket Who May Pos- 
sibly Pull Through. 


The Scratchers Out in Force— 
Overstolz Defeat Conceded— 
Ewing Elected bya Major- 
ity of Thousands. 


Overstolz is beaten. That was settled an 
hour after the polls opened this morning. 
Ewing’s majority was a question of thousands. 
These are conclusions derived from unbiased 
reports received from every ward in the city. 
The intense interest manifested by all classes 
inthe day’s result prompted the POSsT-DIs- 
PATCH to make a canvass of the city more com- 
plete than ever attempted before. Reporters, 
with instructions to make use of the best 
sources of information and forward promptly 
careful deductions, were placed in every ward 
in the city, to remain there from the opening 
to the closing of the polls. From the reports 
thus received conclusionscan be drawn with 
great positiveness. 

In the Fourth, Twelfth, Tenth and Twentieth 
Wards, the heavy Democratic strongholds, the 
threat to scratch the head of the 
ticket is being fulfilled. 

inthe Eighteenth, Seventeenth and Nine- 
teenth Wards Overstolz is running from twen- 
ty -live to fifty per cent behind the ticket. 


In the central part of the city, the First and 
Second Wards, Overstolz is ten per cent be- 
hind the ticket. 

South ot Chouteau avenue, exclusive of the 
Nineteenth Ward and Carondelet, the Demo- 
cratic ticket is being voted § almost 
straight. The German Republicans in that 
section of the city are scratching Hudson 
for McHose considcrably. They are also 
scratching Ewing to about half the extent that 
oo are Hudson, but the gain Overstolz is 

inginthe southern German wards isin- 
significant as compared with his losses between 
Chouteau and Cass avenues. 

In the Fourth and Twelfth Wards, which lie 
along Cass avenue from the river westward, 
many Irish Democrats are not taking the trou- 
ble to scratch much, but are voting thestraight 
Republican ticket. 

Inthe Tenths Seventeenth, Eighteenth and 
Twentieth Wards it isscratch, sgratch,scratch. 
Not more than one ticket inten with the Dem- 
ocratic heading is clean, while the Republican 
proportion is one in four. 

McHose is quite generally left on the Demo- 
cratic tickets, and at precinct after precinctis 
running ws ahead of the Democratic 
strength. 
keepers. If he beats Hudson it will be 
by a small majority. The head of 
the Democratic tfcket is everywhere acknowl- 
edged, bythe friends of the other candidates 
upon it, to be a dead weight. If they are beat- 
en by small majority the whole responsibility 
will rest on Overstolz and the City Hall ring. 

At noon M. A. Rosenblatt came inafter a trip 
through the Western precincts and while he 
stopped to give his well driven horse a breath- 
ing he told a POST-DISPATCH reporter that he 
was astonished to find McHose running ahead 
of his ticket at nearly every precinct. This was 
the only Democrat he would concede had any 
chance of pulling through. 

The hope the Overstolz managers entertained 
of capturing a considerable section of. the ne- 
gro vote through Milton Turner, proved utter- 
lyfdelusive. 

Another conclusion to be drawn with equal 
positiveness is this. The vote will be a very 
heavy one. Within two hours after the polls 
opened this morning one-fifth of the registra- 
tion had voted at nearly every precinct. Such 
interest was never before manifestedin a muni- 
cipal contest. A smaller portion of judges re- 
fused to serve than ever before. Both parties 
were in the field early in strong force tosee that 
the vacancies were filled by good men. The 
polls opened more promptly than usual. Every- 
thing, indeed, indicates unusual interest. 

When the day opened the Overstolz strikers 
had but one hope. It wasthatthe disaffected 
Democrats would whip into line when it came 
to voting and not scratch as threatened. Long 
before noon they had given this up inthe Dem- 
ocratic Wards. The scratching was fully equal 


. to allthat the Anti-Overstolz men had threat- 


ened. 

The only reports favorable to Overstolz re- 
ceived were from the Fourteenth, Eighth and 
Twenty-third Wards, the extreme northern 
portion of the city. There his strikers were 
relying on the German Republicans to pull him 
through. 

Jennings, the Democratic candidate for 
treasurer is running ahead of his ticket north 
of,Franklin avenue pretty generally. He is 
very widely known and highly respected. Ja- 
cob 8. Mermwll the Republican candidate, is be- 
ing scratched some by the German Republicans 
by reason of his supposably strict views on the 
Sabbath and saloon quarantine. 

Reports from nineteen polling placesin the 
heart of the German Republican strongholds, 
south of Park avenue, were obtained at 2 p. m. 
They showed the utter failure of the reliance 
of the Overstolz manager on the German and 
brewery vote. The aggregate of the votes 
polled at these nineteen places showed four 
votes for Ewing to every one for Overstolz. At 
some of these places the proportion was 
still worse for the Kaiser. Thus at 
Maitin Kipps on the Gravois roadand Arsenal 
street there were out of 115 votes polled, just 
eight for Overstolz. Atthe Cherokee brewery 
lls acount of ninety-six votes showed six 
or Overstolz. Everywhere the solicitations 
of the Overstolz strikers were met by voters 
with the decided reply ‘‘no sir, Overstolzis the 
man that said organ Boland must. be 
crushed; we don’tjvote for him.’’ 

At2 p. m.the Republicans and anti-Over- 
stolz men were claiming Ewing would not have 
less than five thousand majority. This is put- 
ting the figures pretty high, but at the ratio of 
the vote at that hour they were not far out of 
the way.

The votes of the First are 
drawn from all classes, the workingmen and 
tenement vote figuring largely inthe precincts 
nearest the river, the hotel element and room- 
renters in the central portion and storekeeper 
and a voters gathering thickly 
in the arket street and — 
boring precincts, It is essentially 
a Democratic stronghold having the publie de- 

artments, City Hall and Court House within 
its precincts. Hereit was expected there- 
fore that the machine would control a solid 
vote for the third term nominee, but the early 
voters quickly turned the current of opinionin 
the First. The scratching of the name at the head 
of the Democratic ticket clearly indicated the 
sentiment of the working meninthis ward, 
and for the first three: hours the workers for 
Butler and the old man conceded that scarcely 
twenty votes had fleen passed in for Overstolz 
in tne entire district. t Poll No. 2, 314 South 
Second street forty-five votes were castup to 
10 o’clock, the Overstolz scratching upon the 
ticketsin each case being the rule. In this 
precinct there were 324 votes to follow largely 
made up of anti-Overstolz men. 

At 1066 Market street there were only seven- 
teen votes cast up to 10 o’clock. and these were 
solid anti-Overstolz. There were seventy-three 
votes to follow, made up of hotel 
employes and boarders and a few 
workingmen—all avowed  anti-Overstolz 
element. The only scratching noticeable was 
the head of the ticket. 

At Daly’s Hotel polls, opposite the Poly- 
technic, on Seventh street, twenty-five 
votes were cast during the first three hours, 
and these were pronounced scratchers of 
Overstolz. This precinct covers the two large 
central hotels, Laclede and Planters’, from 
which a strong anti-machine vote will be polled 
during the day. 

The polls at 819 Market street were visited by 
thirty-one voters up to ten o’clock, nearly all 
of whom may be reckoned as anti-Third Term- 
ers. The votes were passed in during the 
breakfast hour, andthe majority were of the 
German anti-Overstolz element, the store- 
keeper and Market street Dboarding-house 
contribution to the anti-movement. 

SECOND WARD. 

This ward is very strongly Democratic, but 
the disaffection is wide-spread and the PostT- 
DISPATCH’S advice to scratch is being very 
generally followed. The Overstolz managers 
are very stirring and have a large majority at 
their backs, but the anti-Overstolz and Ewing 
men are confident of cutting a 
big hole in the usual majority. Overstolz is 
running behind the ticket, which is being led 
by McHose. No attention is being paid to the 
Charter amendments. 

THIRD WARD. 

This district contains a mixture of Republi- 
cansand Democrats, although it has a pro- 
nounced Democratic representation in the 
House of Delegates. he contests for su- 


premacy inthe Third have always been lively } 


and it polls a considerable 
residential vote of business men 
in the German community. The 
ten precinctsinthe ward reaching from the 
river to Catalpa street and Stoddard avenue 
west, Chouteau avenue and Rutger street 
south and Plum and Cerre streets north did not 
poll above 200 votes betore 10 o’clock and the 
mujority of these were cast by business men 
before leaving home. The heavi 

est voting in this district will 
be done during the dinner hour 
in the precincts neartheriver. The workers 
for the Republican ticket claimed nearly all 
the early votes,and those who voted the Dem- 
ocratic ticket scratched Overstolz in nwarly 
every instance. 

The scenes around the polis during the early 
hours lacked interest. Two police officers 
were stationed ateach precinct voting place, 
but there was little excitement, and not more 
than half a dozen persons congregated inthe 
vicinity at any precinct. 

FOURTH WARD. 

The pells opened on time and with little ex- 
citementin this ward. The Overstolz workers 
call this their stronghold and are working 
hard. Aconsiderable number of the judges 
failed to show up, and their places were 
filled without any consultation of the voters, 
as prescribed by law. Atsome of the polling 
places there is considerable bull-dozing going 
on and trouble, may occur before evening. The 
Irish vote, which is strong in this ward is 
mostly being cast for Overstolz, the Slogan 
amo Irish Democrats being 
the whole ticket but the head. The German 
Republicans are all voting straight. At the 
polling place, corner of Ninth and O'Fallon 
streets, the precinct containinga large Ger- 
man vote, Ewing and Overstolz had even votes 
atl10 o'clock. The total vote cast was70, 
and the Kuiser wastwelve behind his ticket. 
The same is the case at other precincts, and 
Overstolz is losing groundevery hour. Over- 
stolz mea claim the ward, but admit that it 
will be very close. The ward is usuaJiv Dem- 
ocratic by 1,500. <A fair estimate is that the 
ticket will be elected by about 300, but that 
Overstolz will be beaten, as the Irish and Ger- 
man vote is combined against him. 

FIFTH WARD. 

This ward is a German ward and always is 
counted on for a Republican majority. At 
noon a canvass of the ward showed that it is 
running about as usual, with the Republican 
ticketin the lead. It was supposed that Over- 
stolz would receive some support from his 
German Republican friends, but this does not 
seem to be the case. The chief scratching 
which is being doneisthe head of the ticket, 
and Overstolz will run behind his ticket. 
There is also some considerable 
scratching of Hudson for Collector. 

In Precinct 58, which is close to the rivcr, 
about one-third of the entire registration had 
voted. The scratching here of Hudson was 
considerable. A great many straight Repub- 
lican tickets haye been put in without a 
scratch, and Overstolz is probably less affected 
heie than in any of the southern wards. 

At Precinct 59 only two tickets are present- 
ed, the straight Republican and Democratic 
tickets. The Greenback ticket and the mis- 
cellaneous tickets were not allowed a place on 
the ballottables. Overstolz has been scratch- 
ed in this precinct. 

In Precincts 60 and 61 there has-been consid- 
erable and miscelkaneous scratching, 
without doubt Ewing has suffered less than his 
competitor. Greenback ballots are onthe ter- 
bles, but none of them are being voted. Phese 
two precincts appearto be scratching Overstolz 
more thanthe rest of the Fifth Ward. 

Precincts 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 67, 68 and 69 are do- 
ing substantially the same work asthose al- 
ready given in detail. The scratching is mani- 
fest everywhere, and generally Overstolz is 
getting the worst of the pinwork. 

SIXTH WARD. 

The voting inthis Ward, Mayor Overstolz’s 
old home, up to 10:30 o’clock had been slow. 
Considerable scratching is being done prin- 
cipally in favor of the Republican ticket, and 
it is — general belief that Ewing will lead the 
ward. 

District No. 74, at 1202 North Market street, 
one square distance from Mayor Overstoliz’s 
former residence, is going solidly Republican, 
with 19% ballots cast up to noon. 

District No. 72, 2203 North Ninth street, 
received 85 ballots. 

District No. 73, 819 North Market street, 
received 102 votes up to 10:50 o'clock. 

District No. 71, 2,522 Broadway, showed up 
with 30 votes. The district will probably show 
a tie between Ewing and Overstolz. 

District No. 75 has 41 votes cast and the 
raceis close between Overstolz and Ewing. 
Taking the whole ward together it is more than 
probable thatthe majority of the Republican 
candidates will be elected. s 

In some of the districts a mixed ticket is out 
having onits head the name of Overstolz, 
which is followed up by the names of Republi- 
can and Democratic candidates. The ticket is 
receiving but little interest from voters. 


SEVENTH WARD. 

The Seventh Ward is a strong Republican 
German ward, and it was counted onto give 
aid and comfort to the Overstolz crowd. A 
Visit made tothe seven precincts of the ward 
this morning, however, resulted in 
the discovery that Ewing is running 
strong with his party, and picking many 
scratched votes from Democrats. The minor 
candidates are being scratched considerably, 
but there seems to be no run on any one un- 
less it be Hudson, whois somewhat erased for 
McHose. 

In Precinct Seventy-seven the voting was 
quite lively this morning and even before 10 
o’clock twenty-tive per cent of the registration 
had voted, andiat noon nearjy tifty per cent. 
No Greenback votes were offering 
at all, and the miscellaneous tickets were en- 
tirely slighted. Overstolz was believed by the 
bystanders to be running behind his ticket, 
and Ewing has the precinct. In the remaining 
precincts the voting has been substantially as 
in 1877.

Hudson is re- 
ported at several precincts as quite as much 
scratched as Overstolz. The latter will run 
behind his ticket. 

TWELFTH WARD. 

This ward, which was looked upon as an 
Overstolz stronghold, is disappointing all ex 
pectations. Tie Irish votes in the kerry Patch, 
neighborhood are solid for Ewing, with very 
few exceptions. At polling place No. 123 
at 1921 Biddle street, this is plainly shown. At 
10 o’clock, 108 votes had been cast, out of 
which Overstolz received only 18. There are 
320 votes in the precinct, and the Democratic. 
majority neveris less than 125, sothat it wily 
be seen that the ‘‘Oid Man’’ js 
being badly left by his 
former friends. .-At polling place No. Li, cor. 
ner of Twenty-third and Cass avenue, twenty. 
three votes had been cast up to 10 0’clock, out 
of which Overstolz had only three. The vote is 
running the same way all 
the ‘*Patch’’ and the Kaiser is being ‘ ‘cussed’ 
on every side. The usual Democratic major- 
ity in the ward is 800, but it is admitted that 
Ewing’s majority will not be less than 20, 
The balance of the ticket will probably pul! 
through, but with very small figures. 

THIRTEENTH WARD. 

The Thirteenth Wardis nota populous one. 
but it is looked upon asuniformly Republican, 
The voting at each of the four precincts to-day 
isratber light. There is admitted to be much 
scratching, and Overstolz has considerable 
strength. Itis thought that Ewing will carry 
the ward by a small majority. 

THE FOURTEENTH WARD. 

The Fourteenth Ward will go for Overstolz, 
This is admitted by the Anti-Overstolz men 
who have canvassed the district thoroughly. 
It isa heavy German Ward, one in which Mr, 
Overstolz seems to have a great many person- 
al friends and old business associates, 
allof whom are very active in his behaif. In 
the Fourteenth Ward it was manifest that 
Overstolz had the edge on Ewing in manage. 
ment, there is not a German family in this 
ward which has not been seen and the specious 
arguments of the Overstolz strikers applied. On 
alisides there is a great deal of scratching 
but the Republicans are scratching Ewing and 
hardly enough Democrats are scratching Over. 
stolz to bring things back toeven. It is hard 
to say what the majority for Overstolz will be 
in the Fourteenth Ward. Certainly it will be 
fully uptothree and possibly four hundred 
votes, and some of the anti-Oversto]z men 
look even for a worse defeat than this. There 
are many reasons why this should be so, in 
the first place the strikers have industriously 
villified Mr. Ewing, representing him accor 
ding,{to the character of the citizen whose 
vote was in question, either as 
an intense sabbatarian or * >. -s 
free and easy cock-fighting ne’er-do-well. 
‘These slanders are told where they hurt and 
this unscrupulous Canvas has certainly hurt 
Mr. Ewinginthis ward. Takenon top of all 
this is the statement that he and all his family 
were rebels andthat his Republicanism 
is questionable. Itis not to be wondered that 
the Germans are voting against him. There 
are thirteen precincts in this ward and avery 
full vote was being polled this morning. The 
machine and everything else are work- 
ing for Overstolz in the Four- 
teenth, and that he willbag a handsome 
majority is almost certain. 

FIFTEENTH WARD. 

The Ewing workers under the generalship of 
Committeeman Waters, did their heavy work 
of the day in the morning. From the wire mills 
they claimed that they had 200 votes solid tor 
Ewing to be distributed through the Fifteenth, 
Seventeenth and Nineteenth Wards, but prin- 
cipally for the Fifteenth. In the southern por- 
tion of the ward the vote was light. 

At Precinct 157, Mississippi and Chouteau 
avenue, the Republican ticket was 
well ahead, having nearly two-thirds of 
the 50 votes polled in that 
penccnes. A good German vote was polled and 

ittle scratching was done. Adreon for Comp 
troller received a very heavy vote, and was 
well ahead of his ticket in the early part of the 


day. 

Pecctnet 158, Twenty-second and Chouteau 
avenue, over eighty votes were polled, with 
the two tickets about even. Overstolz was 
scratched slightly. 

SIXTEENTH WARD. 

The Sixteenth Ward is a German stronghold, 
as a general thing,and gives a straight Republi 
can majority of about three hundred. The ut- 
most that the Overstolz men claim is that they 
will reduce this majority to less thart 100. There 
is no doubtif the voting continues as it began 
that they will do almostif not quite as much as 
this. A reporter watched the German vote at 
several precincts and found that about one in 
three scratched —ae for Overstolz, the other 
two voted the straight Republican ticket. 
The Demoerats on the other hand 
are scratching Overstolz for Ewing in about 
the same roportion. This ward sent an 
Overstolz delegation to.the convention, but 
not without a bitter fight, the result of which 
was a breach in the a , which has by uo 
‘means been close up. There 
is a strong Republican spirit in 
. ward which votes the straighd 
ticket right through from a to z, and this with 
the dissatisfied Democrats who are scratching 
Overstolz will certainly land a majority for 
Ewing of a hundred, if not much wore. Proba- 
bly in no ward in the city has a more thorough 
canvass been made by the Overstolz strik- 
ers than in this one. . Mr. Ewing 
has been held up asa puritanical sabbatarian 
and aS a@ man utterly devoid of religious 
principles. It would probabiy surprise that 
gentleman to learn in how many different 
roles he has figured. The Anti-Overstolz 
men however have also been freely bled. No 
stone has been lett unturned to secure Over- 
stolz’ Idefeat. 

SEVENTEENTA WARD. 

The vote in the Seventeenth Ward was mod. 
erately heavy. Inthe early part of the day 4 
strong vote was polled, but a lull occurred 
about 100’clock. The polling places, witha 
few exceptions, opened up regularly, the 
Judges and Clerks being on hand atthe open- 
ing hour. The Ewing workers were jubilant, 
and predicted a bad beating for Overstolz, but 
the latter’s strikers, who udmitted that they 
were * not doing as well as they 
had expected, were contident 
that they would get in their good work laterin 
the day. 

Precinct 173, at Thirteenth and Market 
streets opened + promptly, and received a 
steady fullvote. Early in the morning thirty- 
six votes were polled. Overstelz was scratched 
heavily. 

Precinct 174, Fifteenth and Chestnut streets, 
received its first ballot at afew minutes past 
six. Thirty-seven votes were deposited 
here before 10 a. im. Overstolz was 
scratched. The remainder of the 
tickets were scratched promiscuously 

At Precinct 176, Sixteenth and Clark avenue, 
44 votes were polled, and both tickets being 
voted in full. 

At 173, Market, near Eighteenth, 55 votes 
were reccived at noon, The judges and clerks 
were not prepared for work until nearly 7:39, 
those appointed failing to put in an appear: 
ance. Hiere severnl of the ballots 
received were the regular Re 
publican ticket headed by Ewing's 
name. The voters took the ticket and black- 
ened the ticket from top to bottom with the 
exception of Ewing's name. In this form the 
voters handed intheitr ballots scemingly with 
much satisfaction. Ewing was far in the lead. 

At Precinct 182, Clark avenue and High, 1” 
votes were polled, with myles farahead. The 
Overstolz men here gave up the hope of neu 
tralizing the Ewing vote. The Democratic 
vote was fuller ut this precinct 
than at uny of the others above mentioned. 


CHE EIGHTEENTH WARD. 


The registration of the ene ea Ward is 
4,743. Before noon over 2, votes had been 
polled. This is considered something notable 
as the polis do not close till 7 p. m., and the 
heaviest voting is usually due late in the 
day. The independent order of scratchers 
‘carried the day. At polling places where 
ninety votes had been polled, there would be 
found during the counting t@ be not ten 
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straicht tickets. This was the more notice- 
abie in the precincts.along Olive, Washington 
and Easton avenues, ‘*‘On the hill’’ in the 
vicinity of Summit and Clark ‘avenues and 
Market street the straightest voting was done 
of any portion of the ward. ' 

The Greenback labor ticket is at all the poll- 
ing places, but cuts no re in this contest, 
The vote willbe magnificent. Workingmen 
are quite generally voting for Ewing and most 
of the Democratic ticket. 

Overstolz livesin the Eighteenth ward, but 
is meeting with unmerciful treatment from his 
own neighbors. The prediction is made that 
he will not carry a precinct inthe ward. This 
is probably putting ita little strong. He will 
probably get a slight majority in 
four out of the seventeen precincts of the 
ward. Overstolz will run at least five hundred 
votes behind his ticketinthe ward. McHose 
and Jennings will poll the full Democratic vote 
and the former will gain slightly from the Re- 
publicans. } 

A good deal ot interest is being shown in the 


~ contest over the member for the House of Del- 


egates. Thomas W. Gerard, Democrat and 
present incumbent; Jcseph Stern, Republican, 
and George W. Ransom, Greenbacker, are 
running. Stern and his friends have carriages 
out and are makingjstrong efforts, but Gerard 
will be elected. 

THE NINETEENTH WARD. 

South of Chouteau avenue it was expected by 
the City Hall ring that Overstolz would cut in 
on Ewing. The expectation failed of accom- 
plishment in the Nineteenth Ward. At the two 
polling places on Lafayette and California 
avenues a light vote is being polled, 
with very little scratching—none_ to 
speak of onthe heads of the tickets. Atthe 
three polling places of this ward on Chouteau 
avenae between Jefferson and Theresa, Over- 
stolz was slaughtered by Democrats and 
Ewing lost nothing. . 

At No. 2931 Chouteau avenue hard by the 
Pacific machine shops an early count of 
ninety-one votes showed eighty for Ewing. 
This may be considered a little exceptional 
because it is the precinct R. M. Parks lives in. 
Still Mr. Parks was at the pollsearly working 
manfully for the ticket. : 

The Compton Hill people are working hard 
to get David Davies, the Democratic candidate, 
elected to the House of Delegates as 
against Conrad Rose, the Republican 
nominee.

THE TWENTIETH WARD.

There does not 
appear to have been anything like a stormy 
canvass made inthe Twentieth Ward for Mr. 
Overstolz orif acanvass was made it was re- 
warkably barren in results. It is conceded 
on both sides that the regular Republican 
ticket will poll a majority of at least 
200 andMr. Ewing is running ahead of his 
ticket. Thereis a great deal of scratching in 
the Twentieth Ward among the Republicans in 
favor of Dr. Jennings, which is also the case 
in the Twenty-third Ward. 

THE TWENTY-FIRST WARD. 

The Twenty-first Ward, lying along the 
Gravois road, hasa registration of only 624. 
The voting is mostly straight, Overstolz gain- 
ing nothing from the Germans. This is the 
ward Morgan Boland iives in. 

RHE TWENTY-SECOND WARD. 

The Work-house runs this ward and the 
strikers around the polling placesare claim- 
ing to have carried it for Overstolz. Its aggre- 
gate registration is only 364. 

THE TWENTY-THIRD WARD. 

A heavy vote is being polled inthe Twenty- 
third Ward, whichis one of the closest in the 
city. Upon a straight party poll of the 960 
votesin it the Republicans carry a bare ma- 
jority. That majority will proba- 
bly be maintained to-day for 
the straight Republican ticket, because, 
while the German Republicans are certainly 
scratching Ewing for Overstolz, the Irish 
Democrats are scratching Overstolz for Ewing, 
thus preserving the balance. The opposition 
to Mr. Overstolz in this ward inside the Demo- 
cratic party is exceedingly bitter. The 
Central Committeeman is anti-Overstolz 
and a majority of the delegates to the Nomin- 
ating Convention were also Anti. 
hasin noway placatedthem. Onthe other hand 
the opposition to Mr. Ewing inside the Repub- 
lican ranks is duetotwo causes, his alleged 
standin favorof the Sunday laws, and the 
fact that Mr. Overstolz is not enough of a 
Democrat to be offensively Democratic. 

These factors, together with his German 
birth, are certainly bringing him votes inthis 
ward. Dr. Case is voting the Baden Street 
Railway tor Overstolz, but the two cemeteries 
are voting the grave diggersthe other way. A 
careful examination of the five precincts in 
the ward make it safe to predict a majority 
against Overstolz of less than a hundred. 

THE TWENTY-FOURTH WARD. 

Carondelet goes into the list of anti-Over- 
stolz wards. Reports from there up to2 p.m. 
aretothe effect that Overstolz will bein the 
minority by one hundred and fifty votes. Mc- 
os will carry the ward by at least 200 ma- 
ority.

THE TWENTY-SEVENTH WARD. 

Cool Herbert, of Forest Park, expects to de- 
liver this ward to Overstolz. It includes Chel- 
tenham, the city institutions, and is another of 
the ‘‘cabbage’’ wards with 603 registration. 
There is, however, a ‘‘dairymen’s tacket’’ out 
with the names of Ewing, Smith and one or 
two other Republicans on it, whichis catching 
a good many of that class. 

TWENTY-EIGHTH WARD. 

The election is passing off very quietly. At 
district 238, up to 100’clock, 125 votes were 
cast. Very little scratching being done. A 
few of the Germans substituted the name of 
Overstolz for Ewing, but their influence was 
more than counteracted by the number of Dem 
ocrats scratching the head of their tickets. Of 
District No. 239 only 14 votes were cast at half- 
past ten, two ofthis number were for Ewing, 
the rest being by Democratic voters. The 
name of Schaeffer, for the House of Delegates. 
Was scratched on all with one exception, and 
P. H. O’ Neill substituted. 

District No. 240, at the Six-Mile House, on St.

At the poll corner of Nineteenth and O’Fal- 
lon, Ewing was fifteen ahead, and but one- 
third of the vote was polled. McHose was 
running well in this ward, but the rest of the 
ticket was being ignored. 

The Second Wardisalso going back on the 
Kaiser without stint, and Overstolz is beaten 
out of sight at all the Democratic precincts 
around Morgan street and Franklin avenue.

‘‘Louis XI.” is aplay whicb is unfamil- 


_ jar to the majority of our theater-goers. Tt 


isfromthe French of Casimir de Lavigne, 
snd the central figure of course is that of the 
celebrated French monarch who broke the 
back of feudalism in France 2nd raised 
the King from being a mere, pup- 
pet in the hands of jhe great 
jeudatory nobles to be the only supreme 
power in the country. Louis Xfi. did not 
1orce the throne iuto its proud pre-eminence 
through the usual channel of those days— 
simple military violence. Craft and cunning 
were the means he employed and he was the 
eveatest gissembler of his time. A wonderful 
sketch of this monarch has been given us by 
Sir Walter Scott, and the popular idea of 
Louis XI. is derived from the graphic and 
interesting pages of Quentin Durward. The 
character of Louis was amixture of contrarie- 
ties in which the baser clements were in the 
ascendeacy. Craft usually predominated in his 
proceedings, violence being often too perilous 
for himtorisk it. He disregarded rightin 
the case of his adversaries, and did not deny 
any artifice, any lie, any baseness, however 
specious, in order to trick them or ruin them 
secretiy when he did not feel himself in a po- 
sition to crush them at a blow. He wasin 
conversation able and agreeable, with 2 mix- 
ture, however, of petulance and indiscretion, 
even When he was meditating some perfidy. 
The most puerile superstitions, as well as 
those most akin to a blind piety, 
found their way into his mind. 
When old in vears he appeared to ail, as he 
really was, a crooked, swindling, utterly sel- 
fish, vindictive, cruel man. Such Was the 
perplexing historic character which Mr. 
Sheridan essayed iast night, and such was lis 
success that the audience saw their concep- 
tion of Louis materialized,and it seemed as if 
the malignant monarch had risen from his 
erave end Walked on the stagein veritable 

eshand blood. Sheridan achieved a re- 
markable triumph; end as anartistic piece of 
acting his Louis XI. will rank as one ofthe 
best histrionic efforts of the day. Appealing 
only to the art faculties, without an absorbing 
plot, simply the realization of a famed his- 
toric character, Sheridanecompelied the most 
hearty and enthusiastic admiration, and the 
applause which was bestowed upon bim was 
deserved. -Atthe close of every act tae tra- 
gedian was called before the curtain, and at 
the end of the third he twice bad to acknowl- 
edge the plaudits of the audience. Sheridan’s 
effort was artistic in every detail. All of his 
effects were produced by legitimate ends. 
In no single instance did he even approach 
ranting or incline to substitute noise tor pas- 
sion, and he achieved the most difficult task 
of presenting Louis as a real human man With 
all bis despicable vices, and not depict: nz bim 
as some abnormal despot. His Lous was 
full of nervous energy; it was a restless, in- 
quisitive, suspicious, vindictive and supersti- 
tious personation. The transitions from one 
passion to another were simulated with mar- 
velous skill. In voice, walk, gesture, expres- 
sion.in the minutest detail,the peculiarities of 
Louis were sketched. Here and there, too, 
the almost tottering King nearly rose to 
heights of grandeur when he announced that 
he was King by divine right, ete. One of the 
most effective scenes was that 
with Nemours in thethird act,in whieh 
Sheridan’s genius was plainly apparent. As 
the Burgundian envoy held the king in his 
chair atthe point of his dagger the terrible 
fear of the poltroon potentate was reslistie- 
ally interpreted. A double reeall was cained 
by the actor for this superb effort. Mr. Ed- 
mund Collier as the Duke de Nemours acted 
with vigor and judgment, and with an im- 
pressiveness in harmony with the character. 
He was recalled atthe end of hisscene with 
Louis in the third act. Mr. John A. Lane, 
as Coitier, the physician, acted 
with bluff dignity and handled 
his role artistically. Mr.Harry A.Langdon was 
a good Commines.

WASHINGTON, Aprild.—The pending business, 
aresolution forthe election of ofticers of the 
Senate, was taken up. 

A motion by Senator Harris to go into &xeeu- 
tive session was lost—yeas, 26; nays, 30. 

Mr. McPherson asked leave to presenta pe- 
tition of certain citizens of New Jersey and 
New York. 

Mr. Hoar objected. 

Mr. McPherson thought it a strange procced- 
ing to deny the right of petition. He had a pe- 
tition reciting the fact that Michael Boynton, a 
citizen of the United States, had been arrested 
and thrown into prison by the British Govern- 
ment on the vague charge of inciting 
crime and violence, and had been denied the 
rightto trial betore a jury of his peers; and 
calling upon Congress to demand tlhat the 
United States Governincnt should interfere for 
his protection.The petition was signed by mem- 
bers of [certain land leagues of New Jersey 
and New York. 

Did the Senate still object? 

Hoar—The Senate desires to elect an officer 
to record all business; as soon asthatis donea 
petition can be received. 

McPherson—I would like to ask the Senator 
whether we have nota recording officer. Is 
there any lack of officers in the Senate? 

Hoar—I think that is a thing to be determin- 
ed by the Senate. The Senator thinks that the 
thingisto be determined in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States by the min- 
ority ot the Senate. 

McPherson—I do not ~believe it is 
done in violation of the Constitution. I believe 
the Constitution protects the rights of liberty. 
J submit a petition signed by citizens of New 
York and New Jersey calling attention to the 
fact that a citizen of the United Statesis held 
in prison contrary to law and justice. The 
Senator refuses to have the petition consider- 
ed and referred to the Commtnit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. The Senator 
rises in his place and declares that the case 
of this poor man shall not be considered 
until it pleases the majority on that side to first 
disorganise the Senate and then reorganise. 
This is the strangest proceeding I have seen in 
this most singular of all proceedings. 

The Vice-President rnled there having been 
an objection the petition cou!d not be re- 
ceived. 

Mr. McPherson gave notice that to-morrow 
morning he would call up the petition in order 
that the Senator from Massachusetts might be 
able to state to the country the reason actuat- 
ing him in preventing justice being done 
to an _  MTIrish-American citizen held in 
durance vile in an English prison. The Sena- 
tor said, that man must remain in prison until 
such time as Gorham and Riddelberger were 
elected. He hopedthe Senator would be pre.- 
pared to-morrow to state exactly his position 
on that question and justify it if he 
could, and Hoar suggested the petition 
need not Zo over even until 
to-morrow ifthe Democrats would vote upon 
the pending resolution. This hc pene that 
the delay was attributable to the Republican 
side,was the merest and sheerest piece of hum- 
bug and demagoguery. 

Salisbury declared no vote would be taken 
on the resolution to-day.
